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Argument is not persuasive. Regarding independent claims 1, 26, 30, and 32, Sudia discloses multi-step signing method uses multiple 
signing devices (smart card) to affix a single signature which can be verified using a single public verification key (See abstract). Each 
signing device generate a complete certificate using public key and sends its respective public signature verification key and public 
encryption key certificate(s) back to the lead signing device (see, col. 10 lines 1-27). And each device also has an electronic key 
certificate, signed by manufacturer, containing device serial number, device's public verification key, and device public encryption key 
(see col. 9 lines 45-50) to verify that the particular key bounded to particular device (smart card) is not altered (col. 9 lines 37-51). 
Regarding independent claims 13, 27, 31, and 33, Sudia discloses cross-referencing means comprising key (col. 10 lines 11-13, and col. 
9 lines 45-50), proper cryptography algorithm with in signed certificate (col. 10 lines 7-25; firmware/crypto algorithm is hashed, signed, 
and verified). Each certificate, signed by signing devices (smart card), exchanged between signing devices has a message header to 
include signature key identifier, key fragment identifier, and device identifier (col. 26 lines 4-13). 
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
